Congressmen Uneasy. 

Treasury officials make no effort 
fo conceal the truth, much 
members of Congress responsible for 
the present fiscal situation may be 
inclined to gloss it over. So long as 
there were to be no added taxes and 
it was still possible to pare down 
expenditures, the treasury held out 
hope that the budgets for 1922 and 
1923 might be balanced and 
deficits wiped out, but with a big 
bonus bill staring the treasury in 
the face Secretary Mellon has come 
out with a statement of the situa- 
tion which is causing the more 
thoughtful members of Congress 
much uneasiness, 

For a while—and when President 
Harding recently submitted the 
budget to Congress—there was un- 
certainty whether the deficits would 
really materialize. Mr. Harding ex- 
cused the estimated deficit by saying 
that “such a discrepancy is unavoid- 
able when authorizations of expen- 
diture are being enacted during the 
process of budget closing, but ways 
are provided for relatively easy ad- 
justment without added taxation.” 

How Figures Are Reached. 

New Secretary Mellon discloses 
the fact that the budget estimates 
for the year 1922 are “substantially 
correct,”” and, while he knows Con- 
eress can avold the deficits if it 
Wishes, he flatly declares $300,000,- 
000 must be cut out of the intended 
*xpenditures in order to balance the 
budget. On top of that, Mellon con- 
firms what has been rumored for 
some time, that a heavy shrinkage 
in tax receipts is imminent and that 
the estimated deficit may grow still 
larger when the tax returns are all 
in. He holds the business depression 
48 partly responsible and insists that 
under the circumstances new or ex- 
traordinary expenditures are not 
being thought of for a minute.

the Senate today by Chairman Ken- 
yon ef the Labor Committee, which 
recently investigate disorders in the 
West -Virginia-Kentucky coal fields. 

The neport held that both ¢oal op- 
érators and miners were responsible 
for the recent fatal conflicts and 
property destruction in West Vir- 
ginia and said mutual concessions 
by the coal operators and United 
Mine Workers would have to be 
made to end the conflict. 

‘Issue of Unionism.” 

“The issue is perfectly plain,” said 
Senator Kenyon’'s report. “The oper- 
ators in this particular section of 
West Virginia openly announce that 
they will not employ men belonging 
to the unions, * * * and further, 
that they have the right and will 
exercise it if they desire, to discharge 
a man if he belongs to the union, 
* * * On the other hand, the Union 
Mine Workers are determined to 
unionize these fields, which are prac- 
tically the only large and important 
coal fields in the United States not 
unionized.” 

The proposal for a Federal eoal 
tribunal and code of laws applying 
both to overators and miners was his 
personal suggestion, Senator Kenyon 
said. Other members of the Investi- 
gating Committee did not sign the 
report and are at liberty to submit 
individual reports. 

The proposed Government coal 
board would be organized, under 
Senator Kenyon’s suggestion, like 
the Railway Labor Board, with three 
representatives each of the em- 
ployes, the employers and the pub- 
lic, appointed by the President. The 
industrial code would be enacted by 
Congress and its principles inter- 
preted by the board. 

The Proposed “Code.” 

Senator Kenyon announced that 
later he would introduce a bill cov- 
ering his plan for the og! board 
and ‘“‘code,” which follows: 

“1. Coal fs a public utility, and 
in its production and distribution the 
public interest is predominant. 

“2. Human standards should be 
the constraining influence tn fixing 
the wages and working conditions of 
mine workers. 

“3. Capital prudently and hon- 
estly invested in the coal industry, 
should have an adequate return suf- 
ficient to stimulate and accelerate 
the production of this essential com- 
modity. 

“4. The right of operators and 
miners to organize is recognized and 
affirmed. This right shall not be 
denied, abridged or interfered with 
in any manner whatsoever, nor 
shall coercive measures of any kind 
be used by employers or employes 
to exePcise or to refrain from exer- 
cising this right. 

Collective Bargaining. 

“5. The right of operators and of 
miners to bargain collectively 
through representatives of their own 


choosing is recognized and affirmed. 


“6. The miners who are not mem- 
bers of a union have the right to 
work without being harassed by fel- 
low workmen who may belong to 
unions. The men belonging to a 
union have the right to work with- 
out being harassed by operators who 
do not believe in unionism. The ore 
ganizations have a right to go into 
nonunion fields and by 
methods try to persuade men to join 
the unions, but they have no right 
to try and induce employes t, vio-
